About a year ago, i 0 @. at the beginning of 1951* instruc- 
tions were received from the Ministry concerned that rejects were to be reduced 
to 20$, but at no time did the actual figure drop below 35 %. Sine© th© German 
specialists were gradually withdrawn from production work during the last six 
months the reject rat© again rose sharply and is at present (April 1952) between 
45 and 50$. . ‘
